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A brother messaged me the other day asking advice about how 
to approach a "Taking Off Hijab Party" that was being held for a 
Muslima who decided to stop wearing hijab. This party was 
being held by Muslim college students for the sister to support 
her and celebrate her decision. (It goes without saying that non- 
mahram men and women were invited to join the mixed 
festivities.) 

Obviously, I was shocked. Have we really gotten to this point of 
confusion? The scary part is, these are not people who are 
antagonistic to Islam or even the hijab, necessarily. These are 
young Muslims who probably consider themselves fully 
invested in their Muslim identity. Maybe they are very active at 
their masjid and with the community. Maybe they even 
consider themselves to be "unapologetically" Muslim. Wallahi it 
would be much less troubling if these were Muslims that had 
little investment in being Muslim. 

Now, it is easy to think a "Taking Off Hijab Party" is Islamically 
justified if you have been fed a steady stream of ambiguities 
and outright misguidance that has been coming from certain 
prominent "traditional" Muslim sources over the past 16 years. I 
can just imagine the series of questions these confused youth 
asked themselves in deciding to have this party: 

"Well, in Islam, shouldn't we respect everyone's personal 
choices about religion? And, as Muslims, shouldn't we respect 
differences of opinions on religious matters? And shouldn't we 
support our Muslim sisters no matter what? And, in Islam, isn't 
everything allowed unless it is explicitly haram? And shouldn't 
we be merciful and welcoming no matter what? And don't we 
all have sins (even though, who is to say that not wearing hijab 
is even a sin because Islam is not a monolith and there are 
different non-patriarchal interpretations)? And didn't the 
Prophet, peace be upon him, accept people no matter what? 
And doesn't the Quran say that there is no compulsion in 
religion? And aren't we supposed to spread positivity in Islam? 
And isn't it wrong to impose hijab on anyone in the first place? 
etc., etc., etc." 

Welcome to the new normal. This is NOT an isolated event. Over 
the past few years, I have been hearing about many similar 
disasters happening among youth who, again, are very 
committed to their "Muslim identity." But clearly, that means 
absolutely nothing in terms of understanding Islam or being 
devoted to the normative tradition of Islam. 

But we really shouldn't be surprised. 

This is the natural result of dressing up liberal-secular-feminist 
hegemony in Islamic garb and selling it to the community as 
"authentic Islam." 

When will our community leaders start to take seriously the 
mortal threat that these modern ideologies pose to the iman of 
our children and ourselves? Are they waiting for their own 
daughters and sons to organize "Taking Off Hijab Parties"? How 
about "Leaving Islam Parties"?

the best?" He said: "The best of women are those who make 
[their husbands] happy when [they] look [at them], [who] obey 
[their husbands] when [they] tell them to do [something], and 
[who] do not go against [their husbands] with regards to their 
own selves or their possessions in [a way] they do not like." 2

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I was returning from the masjid that fateful night when I 
decided to make tasleem to a very good brother - May Allaah 
keep him safe - at his barbing salon around our community. 

I entered upon him darkening the hair of a man with a black hair 
dye. I quickly called him outside like something devastating had 
happened. Then I related the narration of Ibn 'Abbaas (May 
Allaah be pleased with him), who said: 

"The Messenger of Allah (Peace & Blessings of Allah be upon 
Him) said: 

'At the end of time there will be people who will dye their hair 
black like the crops of pigeons. They will never even smell the 
fragrance of Paradise."

So, this is from the reasons why some Muslims will not smell the 
fragrance of paradise. 

The Ulamaa explained that sins that carry a curse, punishment 
with fire, disapproval of entrance into paradise etc are from the 
greater sins. 

The brother (May Allaah bless him) quickly went inside and told 
the man that he can't continue with the dyeing of his hair. 

The man who remained astonished asked: Why? More so, what 
then happens to my hair? The brother replied: Please bring it let 
me wash away the dye. 

Amazement filled the man's outlook as the brother washed off 
the black dye as he wondered what suddenly happened to the 
barber. 

Indeed the brother's excellent manner towards outright regard 
for the statement of the Prophet (Peace and Blessings be upon 
him) is worthy of emulation by every Muslim. 

How many Muslims today have been shown clear-cut proofs 
prohibiting an affair or commanding a religious affair but 
refused to take heed!!!

"Social media is making people depressed" , well at least 
that's what leading researchers are telling us.

It's about time we confront such mental health issues and what 
better place to look for solutions than in the teachings of the 
Prophet Muhammad 

Here are six Sunnahs to combat loneliness and depression. 

Attend the Congregational Prayer 
As Muslims, we are encouraged to get out of the house and 
come to the Masjid as often as possible, with the very least 
being once a week. Apart from the immense spiritual rewards 
we receive for attending, such congregations no doubt enhance 
social cohesion and uplift one's sense of belonging to society. 

Ibn 'Umar (May Allah be pleased with them) reported: The 
Messenger of Allah said, 

"Salat in congregation is twenty-seven times more meritorious 
than a Salat performed individually." 

(Bukhari and Muslim).

If praying side by side wasn't enough, the Prophet ^ would 
also constantly advise us to give greetings of peace to one 
another, whether it's to those we know or those we don't. He 
would also encourage us to greet one another with a smile on 
our faces, for it is recorded as a charity. 

'Abdullah Ibn 'Umar narrated that a man asked the Messenger 
of Allah m "What is the best thing in Islam?" 

He said, "Feeding others and giving the greeting of salaam to 
those whom you know and those whom you do not know." 

(Bukhari and Muslim). 

Ask about people's well being 

After greeting one another, the next thing to do is to ask how 
people are going. This is a major neglected Sunnah that really 
makes sure people feel significant in society and deeply valued. 

In one renowned incident, the Prophet asked about the well 
being of the humble mosque caretaker, only to find out she had 
passed away without anyone telling him. At this news, he 
became very upset. "Why didn't anyone tell me?" he 
demanded, before personally going to prayer over her grave. 

Abu Hurayrah also reported that a black man or a black woman 
used to take care of the mosque, then he or she died. The 
Prophet % asked after him (or her) and was told that he had 
died. 

He said: "Why did you not inform me? Show me his grave (or 
her grave)." Then he went to the grave and offered the funeral 
prayer over it."

Make people feel loved 

The Prophet encouraged those who love one another to express 
their love, whether it is by simply telling your brother that you 
love him for the sake of God, saying a kind word or even giving 
gifts. 

The quality of making people feel special was in fact so 
embedded in the personality of the Prophet, that many of the 
companions mistakenly believed that they were, in fact, the 
closest and most beloved of all the companions to him. 

Visit one another 

The Prophet % encouraged us to visit one another and to 
accordingly treat our guests well. In fact, he informed us that 
Allah explicitly loved a servant of His for the mere act of him 
visiting his brother for the sake of God without expecting any 
favours. 

Stick around in the hard times 

The importance of visiting one another is emphasised even 
more when our friends are sick or going through difficulty. No 
doubt in such circumstances, one is more prone to feelings of 
depression and grief and the Prophet knew the importance 
of company. 

The Prophet informed us that were we to visit our brothers 
or sisters at times of sickness, we shall find Allah with them. And 
were we to simply console our brothers at the time of calamity 
or at the loss of a loved one, Allah will clothe us with an 
honorable garment on the Day of Resurrection. 

No doubt, mental health is a serious issue and there are many 
treatments available, but for those struggling with depression, 
loneliness and feelings of social exclusion, we pray that these 
short tips will not only help you but those around you alleviate 
such feelings and ensure that everyone around us feels valued 
and appreciated.

Yahy b. Yahy Al-Nays b r reports: 

I was once with Sufy n b. 'Uyainah - Allah have mercy on him, 
when a man came to him and said, "OAb Muhammad, I 
complain to you of so-and-so" , meaning his wife, "I am the 
lowest and most despicable thing to her." [Sufy n] lowered 
his head for a few moments, then said, "Perhaps you wanted 
her in order to better your status." The man said, "Indeed, o 
Ab Muhammad." Sufy nsaid, "Whoever goes for glory will 
be tried with ignominy, whoever goes for wealth will be tried 
with poverty, but whoever goes for religiousness, Allah will 
bring together for him glory and wealth with the religion." He 
then started to narrate to him: 

We were four brothers: Muhammad,'Umr n, Ibr h mandl. 
Muhammad was the eldest, 'Umr n was the youngest, and I 
was in the middle. When Muhammad wanted to marry, he 
desired status and married a woman of higher standing, so Allah 
tried him with ignominy. 'Umr n desired wealth, so he married 
a richer woman and Allah tried him with poverty: [her family] 
took everything from him and gave him nothing. 

I pondered their situation. Mu'ammar b. R shid once came to 
us so I consulted him on the situation and told him the story of 
my brothers. He reminded me of the had th of Yahy b. 

Ja'dah and the had thof' ishah.Thehad th of Yahy b. 
Ja'dah states that the Prophet - Allah's peace and blessings be 
upon him - said, "A woman is married for four things: her 
religion, her status (lineage), her wealth or her beauty; so take 
the religious one and be successful." The had thof' ishah 
states that the Prophet - Allah's peace and blessings be upon 
him - said, "The most blessed woman is she who is easiest to 












maintain." 


Thus, I chose [to marry a woman of] religion and modest dowry, 
in accordance with the Sunnah of Allah's Messenger - Allah's 
peace and blessings be upon him, and Allah gave me status and 
wealth along with the religion.

Note 

The first hadlth is recorded by Al-Bukharl and Muslim. The 
second is found in Al-Nasa'i and other collections but has been 
graded weak by scholars including Shaykh Al-Albani. However, 
scholars point out there is another narration that supports and 
adds to its meaning. This hadith states: 

It is from the blessing in a woman that she has an easy dowry, 
an easy proposal [via her guardian] and an easy womb (i.e. she is 
fertile and bares children without difficulty). One of the 
reporters of this narration, 'Urwah, said "And I say from myself, 
one of the first signs of evil from a woman is for her to have a 
high dowry." 

This hadith is recorded by Imam Ahmad and others and is 
graded hasan by Shaykh Al-Albani.

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Mentioning The Name Of Allah 
In The Bathroom 


Questioner -► "What is the ruling on mentioning the name of 
All a h before wudh u in the bathroom?" 

Shaikh al-Alba n T RahimahutLa h -► "You mean for example 
in a small room, two by two meters, with a toilet on one corner 
and a washbasin on the other side in which you make 
wudh u ?" 

Questioner -► "Yes." 

Shaikh al-Alba n I RahimahulLa h -► "There is no problem 
with that at all, because the problem is only with mentioning 
All a h Cazza wa jal) during the time he is sitting to relieve 
himself. This is the forbidden thing. But if he has finished and 
cleaned himself, and goes to the washstand and must mention 
the name of All a h at that time, then there is nothing (wrong) in 
that, because this place is not the toilet, (rather) it is the 
bathroom. The toilet is in the corner; so if one sits there to 
relieve himself, then during this sitting it is forbidden for him to 
mention All a h ('azza wa jal). Otherwise, just before that - 
before raising his garment - he must mention the name of 
All a h, he must seek refuge in All a h. So if he sits to relieve 
himself, it is forbidden for him to mention All a h ('azza wa jal). 
When he finishes, what does he say? 'Ghufraanaka/ When he 
has said that and steps toward the other side of the bathroom, 
then he can mention All a h and say whatever adhk a r he 
wants."

|[Ng N08OE]I related: Once All a h's Messenger l[^]l and his 
Companions proceeded towards Badr and arrived there before 
the disbelievers of Makkah. When the disbelievers arrived, 

All a h's Messenger l[^]l said: "None of you should proceed 
ahead of me in anything." The disbelievers then advanced 
towards us and All a h's Messenger l[j§JI said: "Rise-up to enter 
Paradise, whose width is equal to the heavens and the earth." 

Umayr ibn al-Hum amal Ans a r l[Ng Nj®0£]l said: 0 
Messenger of All a h! Is Paradise equal in width to the heavens 
and the earth? He said: "Yes!" Umayr then exclaimed words of 
astonishment and excitement, so All a h's Messenger l[^]l 
asked him: "What made you say these words of astonishment 
and excitement?" He replied: 0 Messenger of All a h! Nothing 
but the desire to be amongst it's inhabitants. All a h's 
Messenger l[j|JI then said, "Indeed, you are surely from 
amongst its inhabitants." So 'Umayr then took some dates 
from his bag and began to eat them. Then he said: If I were to 
live until I have eaten all the dates, then indeed this life would 
be too long. He threw away the remaining dates which were 
with him and he fought until he was killed. -► 1

Abu Musa al-Ash'ar I l[NgNjffi0£]l, whilst in the presence of 
his enemy, narrated: All a h's Messenger l[^]l said: "Indeed, 
the gates of Paradise are beneath the shade of swords." A man 
who was a shabby condition got up and said: Abu M u s a! did 
you hear this from the Messenger of All a h l[^]l? So he said: 
Yes! He returned to his friend and said: I bid you Sal a m (a 
farewell greeting of peace). Then he broke the sheath of his 
sword, threw it away, then rushed into the thick of the enemy 
and fought them until he was slain. -► 2. 


Imam ash-Shafi' (d.204H) l[l N pHp£]l said: "0 my soul! It is 
not, except a few days of patience; As if the extent were but a 
few dreams. 0 my soul! Pass quickly on through this world; 
And leave it, for indeed life lies ahead of it." -► 3.

So never compare the good with the bad, the right with the 
wrong, and a Muslim with a Kaafir:

(5): 100] 


It is the worst type of comparison when people compare 
between the Muslimeen and the Mujrimeen (those who 
associate others with Allaah); between the Mu'mineen and the 
Faasiqeen (disobedient); between the Muttaqeen (pious) and 
the Fujjaar (wicked); between the Muhsineen (those who do 
good deeds) and the Mufsideen (evil doers). If this was done by 
someone outside of Islaam, then we would have paid no 


attention to him. BUT THE REALITY IS THAT THIS IS DONE BY

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Saying, "Why aren't men teaching each other not to rape?" is 
functionally the same as anti-Muslim bigots saying, "Why aren't 
Muslims condemning terrorism?" 


We recognize that the 2nd question is prejudiced because it 
assumes that Muslims are just inherently inclined to commit 
terrorism unless there is some intervention, unless other 
Muslims step in and say something. The idea is Muslims are so 
vile and uncivilized that unless they are explicitly taught it, they 
simply don't understand that murdering innocent people is 
wrong. 


Similarly, the 1 st question assumes that men are all inherently 
inclined to rape and are so corrupt and degenerate that unless 
they are explicitly taught otherwise, they don't realize that 
raping others is wrong. 

Both questions also function similarly in that they ignore the 
social reality. Muslims have condemned terror ad nauseam for 
decades, globally. And in that same vein, there is no shortage of 
material and social reinforcement and conditioning dedicated 
to denouncing rape. But none of that is relevant. Asking these 
two questions is not about observing an actual lack of 
condemnation or education. It is about spreading the 
demonization of Muslims and men, respectively. 

Of course, when you present this kind of analysis, both anti- 
Muslim bigots and feminists have the same reaction: But 
terrorism/rape still happens! Therefore Muslims/men are not 
doing enough to stop it!!! 


Now what Muslims have been doing is pointing out that 
terrorism is not a function of being Muslim. There are just bad 
apples. That is why we see that many terrorists are also white 
Christians. The fact that much of terrorism is conducted by 
white Christians should be evidence that the problem is not 
with the religion or with the Muslim community at large. 

But the same exact reasoning can be employed when it comes 
to rape. Rape is not a function of being male. There are just bad 
apples. That is why we see that statistically many rapists are 
women. The fact that a significant portion of rape is committed 
by women should be evidence that the problem is not with 
masculinity or with the male population at large. 

Hopefully, Muslims can appreciate the irony in all this. 
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Don't panic, don't be frustrated, don’t 
worry. You’re exactly where the 
Almighty wants you to be at this point 
in time. Whatever you've experienced 
so far is all part of His Divine Plan. It 
will shape and mould you into the 
person you’re meant to be.
